- Suffers From Stroke of Apop- 
lexy ‘Abroad. 


WENT TO MEET DAUGHTER 








Was Founder of Local. Art 
School and Gained Fame in 
Two World’s Fairs.

LONDON, May 5.—Halsey Cooley 
Ives, director ‘of the St. Louis City 
Art Museum, and chief of the depart- 


{ ment of fine arts in the World's Co- 


lumbian and Louisiana Purchase expo- 
sitions, was stricken with ‘apoplexy 
here today. His cendition is very seri- 
oue. 


Prof. Ives went to London recently 
to meet his daughter, Miss Callie Ives, 
who has been traveling through Europe 
with a party of friends. His health 
had been poor for several months, and 
it was the @ope of his friends that the 
journey would help to restore him to 
sound physical condition. 

Mrs. Ives, who is the daughter of the 
late Rufus J. Lackland, has been living, 
during her husband’s absence, at their 
country. home, Redcroft,.on the. Lack- 
land road, near the Creve Coeur line. 

Came to St. Louis in 1874, 

Neil McDowell Ives, their son, Is 
a student in Worcester Polytechnic 
Institute. Miss Callie Ives was gradt- 
ated last June from Mary Institute. 

Prof. Ives was the!founder of the 
St. Louis School of Fine | Arts, and. 
has been foremost among those who 
have labored to develop St. Louis and 
the West in artistic matters. His 
reputation, through his work in ¢con- 
nection with the two 
world's fairs, mere an internatifona) 
one. 

‘He is 64 years old, and came to St. 
Louis in 1874, where he- became an 
instructor in the polytechnie school. 
He had previously studied art while 
employed by the United States ‘Géy- 
ernment as 2 genre es aering i 


He ‘studied art abroad in 1874, and 
on hig return was made a member of 
the faculty: 6f Washington: University. 
He soon after began his efforts for 
the establishment! of a distinct art 
school in St. Louis, and this ambition 
was realized when Wayman Crow, in 
1881, gave funds for the founding of 
the school and the building of the 
museum at -Nineteenth and Locust 
streets. * 

Success in Two Fairs. 

Prof. Ives was the head of the school 
and museum from their foundation. 
His work in this position led to his ap- 
pointmént as head of the art depart- 
ment at the Chicago World’s Fair of 
1893. The beautiful art gallery in Jack- 
son Park, since made permanent as 
Field Museum, was filled with art treas- 
ures selected by Prof. Ives in America 
and Europe. 

During the interval between his work 
for the Chicago fair and his similar and 
equally successful work for the St. Louis 
World's Fair of 1904, Prof. Ives devoted 
himself to the upbuilding of the art 
echool, and served a bi es years’ term 
fn the City Council. showed prac- 
tical] ability as a legislator, and suc- 
ceeded in obtaining the pageage of an 
ordinance which served as the legal 
foundation for the establishment of the 
present City Art Museum.

Action Under Sherman Anti-' 
Trust Law Will Be Started 
Early in October. 





United States District Attorz-ey 
Charles A. Houts served notice on the 
attorneys for the Terminal Raiiroad 
Association Friday that he would, May 
lu, file a motion in the Supreme Court 
ot the United States to advance on the 


suit against the Terminal. 

The Sherman anti-trust law, under 
which the suit. was filed, provides for 
the advancement on the court dockets 
ot all such cases. District Attorney 
Houts said he hoped to get an early 
hearing of the case, so that the issues 
involved could be speedily determined. 

The Gcvernment filed an injunction 
suit against the. Terminal Railroad As- 
scelation in 1905 seeking to dissolve it 
for alleged violations of the anti-trust 
laws. The four judges of the United 
States Circuit Court, who heard the 
evidence in the case, were unable to 
agree. Two judges favored sustaining 
the Government’s allegations, and two 
judges upheld the legality of the cor- 
pcration’s ,acts. 

The case was sent By the Circuit 
Court to the Supreme Court for final 
adjudication. The Supreme Court re- 
minded the case to the Circuit Court 
for the reason that no judgment had 
been rendered. The Circuit Court then 
dismissed the suit, giving the Govern- 
rienut an opportunity to appeal to the 
Supreme Court.

LAW’ VIOLATION CHARGED 








Corroboration of Manufacturer’s 
Evidence Will Result in 
Government Suit. 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 5.—The Depart- 


ment of Justice has started a rigid in- 
vestigation of the United Shoe Machin- 
ery Co. of Boston, charged with being 
a trust. This action is the result of 
statements made at hearings before the 
Senate Finance Committee by William 


d’Oench of St. Louis and Milton §&. 
Florsheim of Chicago, shoe manufac- 
turers. Both men testified that the 
United Shoe Machinery Co. exacts, um- 
der duress, large tolls from the shoe 
manufacturers of the country. 

Senator Bailey said denser follow- 
ing the hearings: 

“I think that if the result of these 
hearings is transmitted to the office of 
the Attorney-General, the United She 
Machinery Co. will soon have trouble 
on its hands.” 

An official of the Department of Jus- 
tice said today: 

“The United Shoe Machinery Co. of 
Boston. is more than -likely to have 
trouble on its hands, and the Depart- 
ment of Justice will be the trouble- 
maker.’’ 

‘When Attorney-General Wickersham 
received intelligence as to the testi- 
mony of d’Oench and Florsheim he set 
his investigators on the trail of the 
United Shoe Machinery Co. Officials 
of the Deartment of Justice had con- 
ferences with United States senators 
and shoe manufacturers yesterday, get- 
ting’ all information possible regarding 
the methods of business of the Shoe 
Machinery Trust. 

If the investigation started by the 
department corroborates the evidence 
furnished by senators and shoe manu- 
facturers, the Department of Justice 
will institute a suit against the Ma-

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21 REPUBLICS | 
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ANDREW CARNEGIE = 
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Ironmaster Tells of Being Over- 
come by Emotion as He 
Heard of Gift. 


By Associated Press. , 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Andrew Car- 
regie today received what he called 
his greatest mark of honor, when 21 
American republics bestowed on him a 
scold medal bearing on one’ side the 
words “Benefactor of Humanity” and 
cen the other, “The American Repub- 
les to Andrew Carnegie.”’ 

It was the first time that such a 
tribute from so many nations had been 
paid: to an individual. Senor de Zama- 
cona, Mexican Ambassador to the United 
States, made the speech of presentet‘«~: 
Secretary Knox presided, and P” 

Taft spoke in eulogy of the gifts . " 
Carnegie has made for the cause f 
universal peace. Members of the. Dip- 
lomatic-Corps and men high in official 
life filled the hall of the Pan-American 
Union Building, where the ceremonies 
were held, and for the erection of which 
Carnegie gave almost a milion dollars. 

In accepting the medal, Mr. Carnegie 
told of his feelings on being informed 
of the honor conferred upon him by the 
Pan-American conference at Buenos 
Ayres. : 

“T was sitting at my desk in the high- 
lands of Scotland. last autumn,” he 
said, “when 4 a telegram was handed to 
me, which I opened and read without 
Seeming to quite grasp the meaning of 
the words. I was' stunned! Was I 
dreaming? 
overcome us like a. summer's 
without our special wonder?’ 

“‘My hands went to my forehead and 
I bent my héad to my desk. Slowly the 
truth developed and established itself 
and I began to realize what it all 
meant. Truly, my friends, I never be- 
fore felt so completely overwhelmed 
and crushed as it dawned on me that 
the honor+ which the conference had 
voted to confer was without parellel; 
160,000,000 of people, forming 21 sovereign 
nations, bestowing, on poor me, an hon- 
or the like of which had never before 
been bestowed on a human being. 

“Still ashamed to stand up, I felt as 
if I should like to. sink into the ground, 
conscious that I could never have the 
audacity to accept it, but as the days 
passed, Hamlet’s’ Words came to me— 
‘Treat the poor. playere not after their 
deserts, but after your 6wn honor and 
dignity... The poorer their merits, the 
larger will be your bounty.’ 

“TI was indeed in the condition of the 
poor players. The representatives had 
followed Hamlet’s advice and treated me 
after my desserts, but after their own 
dignity and honor, and this thought 
resigned me to my fate.”

“Thus, the President’s first invitation 
to establish a reign of peace was prop- 
erly made to you.. He recently held out 
the olive branch of peace and it instant- 
ly was accepted by the other branch 
of our English-speaking race with such 
enthusiasm, not by one, but by all par- 
ties, that today we have every reason 
to believe that war as a means of 
settling disputes between the two 
branches of our race will soon become 
a crime of the past.’’

East Side of the river, maintained by the bridge 
and terminal combine, it is only necessary to 
study the map of the St. Lonis industrial district. 
This district has been defined by the Business 
Men’s League as including in Illinois, on the east, 
the countics of Jersey, Madison and St. Clair, and 
in Missouri, on the west, the counties of St. Louis, 
St. Charles, Franklin and Lincoln. 

The densely populated parts of St. Louis County 
are on the border of the city,. They are the sub- 
urbs of St. Louis—mere extensions of the city— 
and largely peopled by persons whose business 
interests and occupations are in St, Louis. "The 
means of trangportation are not as efficient as 
they should be, nor are the rates satisfactory. The 
steam railroads, for the most part, have been back- 
ward in providing facilities for suburban traffic. 
Rapid transit-in connection with the street rail- 
way system is yet to be developed. But there is 
no artificial barrier fn the form of a tell gate on 
the west. Free access to and from St. Louis is 
possible. 

But beyond the suburbs of St. Louis aes are 
no large nearby towns. St. Charles, with. about 
10,000 inhabitants, is the largest this side of Se- 
dalia, which is half way across the State. The 
population is mainly on farms, and is sparse. The 
development of trade and travel beneficial to St. 
Louis is necessarily limited. 

On the other hand, the East Side is populous. 
Immediately across the river, within easy walking 
distance of St. Louis, is a city of 58,000 population. 
Hast St. Louis is nearer the central business dis- 
trict of St. Louis than any of the secttons of the 
city, known as, the West, North and South ends. 
With similar transportation facilities, it would 
be an integral part of St. Louis, a populous sub-

Until the 
McKinley ling came ‘into St. Louis every part of 
this populous ‘Suburban’ territory was shut off 
from ‘St. Louis by tolls on every person and ship- 
ment of freight. The bridge combine devised an 
ingenious system of tolls by which the East Side 
and the West Side are kept separate and apart. 
Tribute is levied on traffic in everyform. Tolls 
‘are charged.on persons traveling between the East 
tand West sides. Vehicles pay toll. ‘Every pound 
of freight pays toll. “With the one exception 
.noted, no trolley lines run into St. Louis from any 
of these population centers. Having killed the 
river traffic, which originally made St. Louis, the 
railroads, combined into a powerful association, 
have made the river a barrier to St. Louis trade 
and travel on the east. The tolls- which were 
abolighed heyond the 100-mile zong are still levied 
on’ th® hearby populous suburban territory. 

Coal shipments, whether they come from 10 or 
60 ‘miles, are burdened with a toll of 20 cents a 
ton. -St. Louis is forced to pay an abnormal rate 
on coal from its dwn industrial district.

the Browns plans to protest the 

victory of the Tigers of Detroit 
over his team in Thursday’s game at 
Srortsman’s Park. He will base his 
claim on the fact that Dan Hoffman 
was not out when hit by a batted ball 
in the third inning of the game. 

Umpire Jack gSheridafi, who worked 
on the bases and called Hoffman out, 
aamitted Friday to the Post-Dispatch 
that he erred on the play. 

The play was like this: With one out, 
Hoffman walked. Austin hit a sharp 
grounder at the pitcher. It struck 
Pitcher Willett on the arm and caromed 
towards second base. Hoffman, on his 
way to the: middle bag, ran into the 
hall. Ordinarily he would have been 
out, as the rules plainly state that a 
rvnner is out if hit by a batted ball. 

But under the following rule Hoffman 
is safe: 

“Rule 56, section 12,.—A run- 
ner is out if a fair-hit ball strike 
him before touching a fielder, 
and in such case no base shall be 
run uniess necessitated by the 
batsmen becoming a base runner, 
but no run shall be scored or any 
other base runner put out until 
the umpire puts the ball back 
ipto play.” 

Everybody Asleep on Job. 
‘Manager Wallace failed to see the 
play or to consider a protest until his 
attention was called to the matter by 
the Post-Dispatch. He said he did not 
know that the ball had struck Willett 
before hitting Hoffman until informed 
that Umpire Sheridan said that such 
was the case. 

If Hoffman had been permitted to re- 
main-on second and Austin on first, a 
different score might have resulted. 
FHioffman’s demise was the second of 
the inning while Murray forced Austin 
for the third out. However, it was at 
the start of the fourth inning that 
Pitcher Willett lost control and the 
Browns scored two runs.
